There is no doubt that this is the 


best way of removing £11 dead ends, 
for with clipping it is impossible to 
go over those which are shorter than 
the general length. 
But clipping is. 


certainly better than nothing, and the 
veriest tyro can do it after a fashion.

-frequently spoke to me during the 
-preparation of this book. I know it 
-was the foundation of his great learn- 
~-ing as a lawyer and he may well be 
- called on of the greatest lawyers of 


Pennsylvania. 
Without question he 


stood at the head of this Bar. He was 
distinguished for his ability; distin- 
guished for bis integrity, for his judi- 
cial opinion: legal work and for the 
rapidity and promptness with which 
he attended to the interest of his cli- 
ents. No need to ask Mr. Sheely to 
nrge on the business on his hands; no 
objection to have the matter disposed 
of whether favorably or adversely. 


My relations with Mr. Sheely as a 


practitioner have always been very 


- close. Frequently he consulted me 
.and Jnst as frequently I consulted him 


upon questions in which we were both 


_ interested. I have had the pleasure 


I will say I have had the honor, to be 


-associated with Mr. Sheely in some

T cannot let this opportunity passj 


- myself to pay a tribute to the ability 


of our deceased brother, and I am 
carried back in view of this very un- 
expected death to more than twenty- 
five years ago when Mr. Sheely enter- 
ed my office as a law student. I do 
not know whether it is by reason of a 
fatality attending the Adams County 
Bar but I have been a member of it 
for thirty years and I have seen them 
fal laround me. the young and the old, 
and it strikes me as a singular inci- 
dent of our .jar that the most active 
of our members appear to be called 
away before they have passed more 
than what is regarded as the prime of 
life. When 1 think of J. A. Kitzmil- 
ler. David Wills. John X. Krauth, J. 
Cassait Xeely. W. A. Duncan and oth- 
ers whose names 1 need hardly men- 
tion. I find of all these the venerable 
R. G. McCreary \\as the only one who 
reached the full measure of years. 


I recall very well when Mr. Sheely 


-entered my office. 
He had been reg- 


istered with Robert G. McCreary. I 
do not remember how long he was 
•with me but my impression is it was 
somewhat over a year. I recall an in- 
cident connected with his studentship 
of which we often spoke and that was 
the untimely death of A. W. Flem- 
ming, Jr. whose name to most of you 
is but a misty memory, and but for 
which !.lr. Sheely likely would have 
. never been registered with Hubert G. 
McCreary or myself as a stuov"t at 
law. Mr. Flemming had been a stu- 
dent in Mr. Sheely's father's school 
and fcoth Mr Sheely and his father 
had the highest appreciation of the 
brigntneps and the sterling worth of 
A. W. FJemming, Jr. Prior to enter- 
ing my office as a law student Mr. 
Sheely had recently graduated from

Study came easy to him: he had a 
bright mind and his course in study 
was rapid. Sir. Sheely was easily ad 
mltted to v..- Bar after a brilliant ex- 
amination, in open Court, as the cus- 


aometimes in war. We sometimes 
joined forces to fight some other fel- 
lows and sometimes we fought each 
other. After we left the schools we 
went to the Preparatory Department, 
as Mr. McCiean has said, and we were 
in Prep, for two years together. In

were there graduated together in the 
class ot 1882. All through his life 
Mr. Sheely was in the front rank, his 
ability put him there, he was the head 
f our class in Prep., he was the head 
f our class in college, capturing the 
reshinan prize, and was the head of 
ur class when we graduated, having 
aken all the honors of his class clear 
irough, from the time we entered to 
he time we graduated. 


He started to practice law in 1887, 


wo years after Mr. McClean and my- 
elf were admitted to practice and al- 
lost from the beginning of his career 
s a lawyer he stood in the front 
ank. until T say without hesitancy at 
lie time of his death he stood at the 
ead of the Bar of this county, and 
tood among the foremost and most 
rominent lawyers of the State of 
'ennsylvania. If I was asked to say 
(-hat I considered the chief element 
of his success, I would say tbat it was 
lis industry. He studied hard and 
worked day and night and this work 
probably helped to bring him to an 
:arly death. 


Along with his industry he had a 


quality that marked him distinctly as 
a lawyer and as a man at all times, 
and that was his squareness and his 
fairness. 
He was always fair with 


the opposing counsel and while he 
could perceive the weak points of his 
adversaries, many and many a time he 
refused to take advantage of an op- 
portunity given him in that way and 
dealt fairly and squarely at all times 


he usually did his share of work with- 
out any solicitation. 
He seemed to 


have an intuition for the thorough 
grasp of legal principles. 
He was 


a strong man with a broad cul- 
ture, posaeaaing a wonderful 
fond 


of general Information. He was born 
and reared in an environment that 
was well calculated to bring about the 
magnificent results in the life of our 
deceased brother. 
His success an a 


business man, his untiring devotion 
to his profession, his fidelity to his 
clients and his courtesy to the Court 
should be a criterion to all young men 
who aspire to the profession of the 
law.

I do not desire to repeat what has 


been said about Mr. Sheely. To any 
one who knew him at all well, one 
sti iking characteristic of the man was 
apparent, and that has been comment 
ed on here frequently, that is his re 
markable interest and application to 
his profession. I have never known 
any member of the Bar here or else- 
where that had it to the same degree 
that he had. His business, until you 
got underneath the outside, seemed 
to be the one and only thought in his 
mind.

1 
can remember distinctly after the ex- 
amination, my father, who was one 
of the committee, came back and said, 
"Well I always said that Hay Brown 
passed the best examination because 
it was an absolutely perfect examina- 
tion, but Clarence Sheely passed just 


g good a one."

carries me back to 1874 when I was a 
student in his father's school back at 
the Fair Ground. Then for the first 
time I made the acquaintance of W. 
C. Sheely. Then he was a mere boy 
and appeared in the school room at 
certain periods during the sessions to 
demonstrate 
mathematical proposi- 


tions on the blackboard. Then he was 
a precocious youth and later on 1 
came in contact with him in literary

different 


parts of the county. In those early 
years he showed the disposition for 
the acquisition of great knowledge 
and we had a right to expect the 
prominence which he has since attain- 
ed. Later on when he became active- 
ly engaged in the profession of law, 
my experiences with him were very- 
pleasant and satisfactory.

End* and Will Preserve It*

Siiipoin^ or clipping the ends of the 


hair 1< extreuiely necessary once in 
Hwliile for its best health. Precisely 
how often it shall be done depends 
upon the condition of the scalp, for 
hair differ* jrreatly. some splitting al- 
most immediately 
after treatment, 


while on the head of another person it 
may remain in pood condition for sev- 
eral months. 
When the ends split, 


each hair dividing itself in two. it 
Invariably indicates lack of nourish- 
ment from the scalp and deadness of 
the ends. Obviously, then, to remove 
it N the only course.

ever they are found to exist arc to 
be removed, and if singeing is the 
method adopted it must be done before 
shampooing, that the very disagree- 
able "dor may be removed by wash- 
ing. 


To Mime, a I«»iif: wax taper, such as 


is nsod in a holder for liuhtintt gas. is 
bettor than anything else. The light 
endures for some time, and the taper 
Is easy to hold. Danger in the process 
naturally comes through risk of burn- 
ing the "long hair, but if the lock* are 
properly held this is entirely eliminat- 
ed. 


Vn<mo-tionab]y the -afost method is 


to divide the hair into a great many 
parts, gelling each time a thin strand. 
This is twisted up a* tiuhtly as ic can 
be without kinking, and over this the 
lighted taper is run quickly. The split 
ends do not twist in. and so are ex- 
posed, and they burn off immediately, 
the tightness of the strand checking 
the flame as soon as the body of the 
hair is reached. 


There is no doubt that this is the 


best way of removing all dead ends, 
for with clipping it is Impossible to 
go over those which are shorter than 
the general length. 
But clipping ia 


certainly better than nothing, and the 
veriest tyro can do it after a fashion. 
It is not necessary to cut off more 
than an inch in this way. 


Hew Qntea of the Dairy 


Another world's record has been 


broken. The new queen of the dairy 
K a beautiful .Jersey cow named So- 
phie 19th of Hood Farm, owned and 
tested at Hood Farm, Lowell Mass. 
She is the champion Jersey for milk 
and butter tat production of cows be- 
tween four and five years of age. 


During the twelve months ending 


December 31. 1910, on a test authenti- 
cated by the Massachusetts Agricul- 
tural College, under the rules of the 
American Jersey Cattle Club, Sophie 
I'Hh of Hood Farm gave 14,373 IDS. 3 
oz. milk, testing 1005 Ibs. 11 oz. but- 
ter or over half a. ton. An accurate 
account was kept of her feed, and her 
milk sold at 10 cts. per quart made a 


profit of $565.22. 
The United States Department of 


Agriculture's estimate In round num- 
bers of the wealth produced each year 
by the 22.000,000 cows in the United 
States is $800,000,000, or an average 
profit of $36.36 per cow. If more at- 
ten'inn was paid to feeding and breed- 
ing it should be easy to increase the 
average profit per cow to at least one- 
tenth of the profit made by Sophie 
liUh of Hood Farm, which would raise 
the total to $1,240,000,000, an increase 
or $140.000,000.

Gambling In Metal. 


Gambling In metal Is done by means 


of buying and selling warrants, tbese 
being the notes for specified quanti- 
ties of metal beld in stock. 


The basis of the gambling is that in 


many businesses it is often necessary 
to buy ahead large quantities of metal. 
When things are slack large stocks ac- 
cumulate, while as soon as things be- 
come more brisk the metal is taken out 
of the stores. 


An Immense amount of gambling is 


done in connection with "pig." as pig 
Iron is popularly known. Warrants for 
pig are made out In units of 500 tons, 
and payment is made for the warrants 
once a month. Should a man really 
want 500 tons of pig iron he obtu'.ns a 
warrant which authorizes him to take 
GOO tons out of store, and be will be re- 
quired to pay for the metal within 
the month. 


Supposing a man buys in the expec- 


tation that he will be able to sell the 
pig Iron at a higher price than is ruling. 
he buys warrants according to his 
means, and he has a month for things 
to mature. Should the price of pig go 
up during the month he is able to sell 
his bargain to another man. and he 
pockets the difference, although he 
has never laid down any money in real 
coin. 


Should things go wrong with him 


and prices go down, then he Is obliged 
to pay the difference between the price 
at which he bought the pig and the 
price at which be is able to sell it, and 
so be sustains a loss.— London An- 
swers.

Rose Caron. the singer who helped 
Reyer to the pinnacle of fame. 


It was Ernest Reyer who was the 


original perpetrator of the Joke with 
reference to twins which has been 
ascribed to so many people. A friend 
of his bad Just become the father of two 
boys and had them brought In to the 
composer. 
"Charming." said Ernest 


Reyer nervously—"charming children," 
patting their cheeks gingerly with his 
gloved hand, "delightful children real- 
ly. Which one-are yon going to keep?" 


When he was appointed librarian to 


the Paris Opera ha took his duties 
very easily and as a matter of fact 
scarcely 
ever 
went to the 
opera 


house. 
He was fond of telling the 


story of bis first visit to bis office. He 
went to It one evening at dusk six 
years after he had been appointed. 
He lost bis way and wandered about 
np and down narrow passages and 
dark corridors until he ran np against 
a doorkeeper whom be bad passed two 
or three times already. The man, dis- 
trusting the stranger, stopped him and 
said, "Who are yon, and where are you 
going?" Reyer looked him up and 
down, "i am the librarian." be said 
haughtily, "and 1 am looking for the 
library!" 


One day a young musician called on 


him with a warm letter of introduction 
from a mutual friend. Reyer received 
him and, wincing, asked him to play 
the two pieces which bis friend had 
recommended. After the first one had 
been performed the pianist turned ex- 
pectantly to the composer. "What da 
yon think of that?" he asked. "I pre- 
fer the other one," said Reyer, and 
the young man left without playing It 
When he was on the stain the old 
composer leaned over the banisters 
and called to him. "Your future Is as- 
sured, young man," he said. "You 
have nearly learned when to stop. But 
if you bad let me off the first piece 
too"— And, chuckling, he went Into 
bis flat again. 


Once a young lady sang him the 


grand air from "Sigurd" and sang It 
rather badly. "1 was so frightened, 
cher maltre!" she said. "Not nearly as 
frightened as I was!" was the old* 
man's answer. 


On another occasion a lady said to 


him: "Oh, M. Reyer, when I bear the 
air of 'Doves' in 'Salammbo' I can posi- 
tively see yon writing it! 1 can see 
you in your beautiful home in Pro- 
vence, between the mountain and the 
sea. drawing tnspiuuion from the sun- 
shine of the south and"— Reyer Inter- 
rupted her. "There Is something the 
matter with your eyesight, madame," 
he growled. "When I composed that 
air I was sitting on the top of an om- 
nibus, smoking a pipe, and it was rain- 
ing In torrents!" 


One more example. 
A lady who- 


lodged opposite him in the Rue de la 
Tonr d'Auvergne was an ex-pupil of 
the conservatory, and this, it seemed 
to her, was the chance of a lifetime. 
The master could not belp bearing her 
sing, and If he beard her be would be 
captivated and her future would be as- 
sured. So she opened her window and 
dally sang numbers from bis "Salamm- 
bo." In due course a messenger knock- 
ed at her door. -M. Reyer has heard 
you." be began, and the singer be- 
lieved that all ber dreams were com- 
ing true. "M. Reyer has heard yon," 
the messenger continued, "and h* 
sends his compliments and would es- 
teem It a favor If you would close- 
your windows when you are practic- 
ing!"
